2.161 Million Bushels 
Of Com in Farm Storage 


The U.S. department of agricul­ 
ture in a general crop report in 
January reported stocks of nearly 
2.161 million bushels of corn re­ 
mained on farm s at the beginning 
of the year, and these were bol­ 
stered by relatively large stocks 
of other feed grains. 
While these farm supplies of feed 
grains were larger than in all but 
three years on record, they were 
considerably sm aller than on Jan­ 
uary I of the past two years, in total 
and particularly per animal unit to 
be fed, the report stated. 
Hay stocks appeared ample in 
most areas. Farm stocks of wheat, 
however, were sm aller than aver­ 
age but slightly larger than a year 
ago. Soybean stocks were much 
larger than on any other January 
I, because of the record crop. 
As for the wheat prospect, a rel­ 
atively large 
acreage of winter 
wheat, a sixth more than average, 
was sown in the fall of 1950 under 
conditions mostly favorable to ideal 
for germination and early growth, 
the report said.
